Tur cautious and yet bold, reply of Count Cavour to 

the circular of M. Thouvenel has, apparently, decided, 

for the moment, the action of France. Count Cavour 

proposes to take a vote, by universal suffrage, to de- 

termine whether France is to possess Savoy, or 

Tuscany is to be “ autonomous.” It is a cruel thing 

to ask a King to give up the ancient cradle of his 

race—the oldest in Europe—and to consign to a 

strange Power the most loyal and devoted por tion of 
his subjects. Still, if these subjects will it to be so, 

if they are dazzled by the splendid array of armies 

marching to and fro through their territories, and 

wish to be united to the greatest military Power in 

Europe, Victor Emmanuel will yield to their desire. 

If Tuscany prefers autonomy—that is, a child of six 

years old as King, supported by a French Regent, 

and a French army—to annexation with Sardinia, 

and the formation of a Central Kingdom of Italy, 

Victor Emmanuel consents, provided the will of the 

people be freely expressed, and they abjure their 
legitimate expectations. It would appear that these 
appeals to the principle of universal suffrage are 
displeasing te an Emperor who owes his Throne to 
universal suffrage. The French army in Lombardy 
is said to be on the point of leaving, whether for 
France or Florence, who can say ? If towards France 

they will probably delay a while in Savoy, until the 
Emperor finds time to explain to European Courts 
the exigency which compels him to seize the towers 
which guard Italy ; if towards Florence, we are to 
suppose they only march thither to secure perfect 
freedom for the exercise of the franchise. 

For the last month we have read continually of 
great military preparations being made by Austria 
in Venetia. Venetia itself is tranquil, but it is the 
tranquillity of death. All who could leave that 
doomed land have fled either into Lombardy or the 
Romagna. ‘The last ukase, which orders the police 
to seize any person suspected of Sardinian tendencies 
or Liberal opinions, and to enlist them in the armies 
for five years, has driven away the few who had ven- 
tured to remain. ‘Those who have read the accounts 
of the engagements at Magenta and elsewhere will 
recollect that /talians were always placed by the 
Austrians in the van of the battle, and were exposed 
to certain destruction. A similar fateis reserved for 
those Venetians who may incur the suspicion of the 
police, should ever war break out again. 


The Treaty of Villafranca consigned Lombardy 
to France, in trust for Sardinia, but on the express 
condition that the exiled Dukes should be restored. 
This last condition has not been fulfilled, and Austria 
may think herself justified in an attempt to regain 
Lombardy. Should the Emperor of France permit 
an attempt of this kind, and thus efface all the glory 
of his Italian campaign, Sardinia is able of Herself to 
cope with any forces Austria is likely to bring against 
her. Cavour has evidently foreseen a contingency of 
this kind, for the levies he has made will bring into 
the field 160,000 men, all of the same race, and ani- 
mated with a love of liberty. In the present bank 
rupt condition of the Austrian Treasury, she could 
not find means to support 100,000 men in Italy. 
Then, there is Hungary, ready to leap to arms at the 
first rumour of Austrian embarrassment. Nor are 
there wanting other elements of weakness among the 
seven nationalities which force keeps together under 
the House of Hapsburg. 

The King of Naples, no doubt, would be glad to 
assist either Austria or the Pope against Sardinia, but 
even tyrants have a keen sense of their own interest. 
While we write, we hear of commotions in Naples 
itself, of the sudden recall of all outflying troops to 


The fleet of Sardinia is treble that of Naples, and is 
in a high state of efficiency. ‘The presence of a few 
war-ships in the bay of Naples would alone create 
a revolution, if it be not already begun, and the 
„last of the Bourbons” will have enough to do to 
maintain his own throne without assailing Sardinia. 

There is one Power apparently not unwilling to 
brave an encounter, not through any hope of being 
able successfully to attack Sardinia, but through a 
desire of throwing all into confusion. But Rome herself 
is onthe verge of anarchy. Mutterings are heard 
in cafes ; as of old the plebeians seceded to Mons Sacer, 
so now the discontented proceed to the same hal 
lowed spot, to make demonstrations out of carshot 
of the French garrison. The emeule among the 
students of the college of Sapienza proves that even 
the seclusion of the cloister cannot crush out the love 
of liberty which is natural to man. Austria would 
readily furnish troops, and has done so; but how 
are they to be paid? The Jews might have obliged 
the Pope, were it not for the seizure of young 
Mortara. The thirty or forty thousand pounds col- 
lected in Ireland will not support a regiment of 
dragoons for a six months’ campaign. ‘The presence 
lof the French troops alone preserves the city of 
Rome for the Pontiff. Were they withdrawn, the 
trioolour would float on the Vatican before the sound 
of their drums had died away. 


Collisions, no doubt, there will be, suchas that which 
is reported to have occurred between the Austrians 
and Sardinians on the Mincio. Such occurrences must 
be expected when all are in arms, and when, by a 
strange arrangement, Austria was allowed, net only 
to retain her fortresses in the Quadrilateral, but a 
wide sweep of land on the Piedmontese side of the 
Mincio. No natural frontier separates those who are 
too ready to become belligerents, and the guards of 
one nation are relieved within sight of those of the 
other. But Austria will think twice before she risks 
another battle ef Goito. In 1848, she was beaten at 
all points by the Sardinians alone, until treachery

Clergymen, who may long have 
been secluded in some mountainous region of the far 
West or rugged North, may then return to the asso- 


and, like the giant who gained new strength each 
time he touched his mother, may return thence 
reinvigorated for their labours of love. It is, then, 
extremely important that, at these meetings, every- 
thing which may tend to foster a spirit of cold for- 
mality should be banished, and that Christian 
warmth and freedom should be the predomi- 
nating elements. A short time ago, some let- 
ters appeared in the columns of a contemporary, 
ining of the rule by which the privilege of 
speaking upon these occasions is confined to men 
chosen beforehand. This, in the opinion of these 
writers, tends to produce an evil effect; since many 
able clergymen, who are now perforce silent, would 
gladly speak upon many subjects which arise during 
the course of the meetings. Precedent is now so 
powerful, that although the chairman for the day, 
after the appointed speakers have all concluded, asks 
whether any other gentleman wishes to address the 
assembly, the hour is then so far advanced that all 
feel that it is then foo late to recommence the sub- 
ject. One writer mentions an instance where a dis- 
tinguished clergyman, after the cgnclusion of one of 
the regular speeches, addressed the assembly with 
great force and eloquence. After he had sat down, 
the chairman rose and said, “Let us now resume 
our business; evidently showing that he considered 
the conduct oí the last speaker as an interruption 
of the day's proceedings, and a violation of order. 
The stranger, feeling, of course, that he had obtruded 
himself upon the meeting, left the room, determined 
not to expose himself to alike indignity a second time. 
This is a wrong state of things, and it appears to us 
that the only remedy is, not to have the same stereo- 
typed speakers reappointed each year, but to allow 
every clergyman, as he catches the chairman's eye, 
to rise and address the audience for as long a time 
as he pleases. We do not for a moment wish to say 
anything against those gentlemen who each ycar 
so gracefully adorn our April meetings. Were the 
arrangements which we propose carried out, we 
trust that these same speakers would still address 
us: all that we desire is, that other clergymen 
should be privileged to do so too. There would be 
no fear of a lack of speakers ; there would be abun- 
dance of Irish eloquence to enliven the scene; while 
the varied succession of those who would stand for- 
ward would have a greater tendency to secure the 
hearers’ attention, and thereby be productive of 
much more good. 

The resolutions, too, which at each meeting are 
regularly moved, seconded, and carried, are now so 
constantly reiterated that they lose much of their 
native force. How much better would it be if, instead 
of moving formal resolutions, about which no one 
cares, each speaker was to select some particular topic 
connected with the working of the society which he 
may be advocating, and were to discuss it thoroughly 
and well! Different subjects, connected with Church 
Education, Missionary enterprise abroad, the histor) 
of the Jews, &c., might thus be most profitably dis- 
cussed. This remark does not, of course, apply to 
the gentlemen who form the deputation of each 
society. They must, of course, speak to resolutions, 
and are expected to give a general sketch of the 
operations of their society during the past year. 
(his, of course, is necessary and useful, It is, how- 
ever, the practice of continuing to move resolutions 
throughout the day which, in our opinion, tends to 
produce formality. If a motion must be brought 
forward, some one must necessarily be asked to move 
it, and freedom of speech is thus curtailed. One 
alteration is, we believe, to take place this year. The 
meetings are now to be held in the Metropolitan Hall, 
instead of in the Rotundo. We venture to express a 
hope that, as the managers in the matter are making 
one change, they will make another, and allow the 
clergy the privilege of free and unfettered speech.

The Times on the Commercial Treaty and Mr.

In deference to the wishes of its more correct and 
methodical members, the House of Commons has sus- 
pended the reform of our Customs, and the measures 
necessary to enable the Queen to carry out the Treaty 
with France, in order to spend a couple of days in con- 
sidering that Treaty in general, and expressing an 
opinion upon it. It has already expressed its opinion 
in the most practical way by passing sundry resolu. 
tions, embodying articles of the Treaty, and by reject- 
ing some motions adverse toit. The present, therefore, 
isa mere formality. It is as when the building o! 
an important edifice is interrupted when the walls 
are mid-high, in order to“ lay the first stone.” But 
in all that refers t) public discussions we are a nation 
of formalists. Many a meeting has been reminded 
just before parting that it has not yet been formally 
opened, that the chairman has not been proper!) 
installed, the purpose of the meeting properly 
stated, or the resolution rightly put. Forms have 
their utility, but when we do a thing effectually, and do 
it formally also, there is apt to be double toil and trouble. 
The House of Commons feel this, an’! «ven the gentle 
men who were prepared to discuss the Customs changes 
and the Treaty itself, freely and tully, are ashamed of 
this foolish waste of time. Mr. Lindsay has withdrawn 
his amendment, and Lord A. Vane Tempest his; Sir 
I. Cairns offers no impediment ; Mr. Byng s resolution 
is to be passed without a division ; and this evening, as 
well as the last, is thus devoted to the repe- 
tition uf a pious form. A debate, which goes over oh! 
ground, and in which there is no intention to divide tLe 
House, must be anything but lively, and we could ai- 
most suggest to our readers that they may spend their 
time better than in poring over the Parliamen In- 
telligence in this moruing's paper. Unanunity, how 
ever, has its charms, aud when so much of private life 
is sacrificed to punctilios, it is pleasant to see the en- 
tire House of Commons reverting to the “ goose step,” 
and spelling the A B C of its profession, 

In the British House of Commons Mr. Byng’s resole- 
tion must be only a form, not merely because it travels 
over ground already beaten smooth, but because, upon 
principles long admitted by our Legislature, every con- 
cession on the British side is as much a benefit to Eng- 
land as to France, and even more so. It is now estab-

Money was dearer this week, and although there was 
no pressure, except ir the last few days, on the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange, owh.®, it is stated, to the state of 
the Stock settlement, which Showed that Stock was 
considerably held for an advance, ‘here was an active 
demand for money to take up Stock, e*pecially New 
Threes, the trensfer books for which Steck were 
closed to-day. This demand is merely exceptiona!; still 
ee ee ee et on 
partially realised. Fluctuations will, ese take 
place each week, more or less, in the value of money, 
but present appearances point to increased rates, though 
we don’t anticipate any lack in the supply. It is likely 
that when foreign politics assume a more satisfactory 
appearance—if they do—and when apprehensions are re- 
moved, that trade will revive to a very large extent, and 
keep up a wholesomedemand for money. In the Man- 
chester markets business is already increasing in some 


branches, and every month will see a further develop- 
ment of it. 


The state of the Australian markets has ship- 
ments to that colony to some extent, and has thus been 
a cause of preventing a reaction where it might be other- 
— no tet — advices from Australia are not 
as ast might be expected from the telegraphic 
advices which reached this a short time since ; — 
trade is far from being in a sound or satisfactory condi- 
tion, and some time must be allowed to elapse before the 
quantity already on hands can be worked off. There 
is another increase this week in the amount of the Bul- 
lion in the Bank of England ; an increase, also, in the 
Heserve, and an increase in the Rest, the figures being, 
respectively :—Bullion, £49,172; Reserve, 423,129 
Rest §£41,621—being only to a small extent in each case. 
There have been scarcely any withdrawals of gold from 
the Bank during this last week, and the arrivals have 
also been very limited. A good deal, however, is on the 
way from Australia—nearly one million—and a third 
of this amount is now overdue. Nine vessels 
are known to be on sea, being an unusually large num- 
ber, while the amount of specie being brought by each 
is unusually small; the largest quantity will be brought 
by the Champion of the Seas, which has nearly 
£200,000 on board. In reference to the Commodore 
Perry great anxiety is felt. Insurances have been run- 
ning up to 20 and 25 per cent., as she istnow nearly one 
month over due; the number of wrecks of first-class
